MES now at length , we are arriv'd to put a Period 
to theſe Points ; and having conſider'd the crhods that 
have been us'd to Hinder this Healing Parliament, we are come 
to the Sixth and laſt Seition, to Conſider the Sirth Point ; 
The means how to Prevent the Deſions and Inſinuations of ſuch as 
would Ob(trutt It. 

And -or that, refle&t but a /ittle on theſe following Cor- 
- fraerations + if they have but little Weight with them, you 
are not burdned ch ; if they have 70 a little, *tis your 
Intereſt to bear with them. 

Conſider, That notwithſtanding the ſpecious JINEncTh of 
ſome ſpiteful and malicious men , theſe dreadful apprehen- 
ſions that are-put into your heads, may be none at all ; at 
teaſt not ſuch as they are repreſented ; that the Authors of 
them may be men that oppoſe his Majeſties: Gracious intenti- 
on, more out of malice to 'him, than kindneſs to themſelves, 


and their C/urch : I ſpeak to Church-men (for Diſſenters _ 
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be ſuppos'd diſſatisfy*'d with that -mercy. that makes them'Y 
happy beyond their expectation) but they are Members, I be- 
lieve of this Eftabliſh: Church (for all the many Letters to the 
. other Congregations) that from the preſent Gonſtitution of 
our Government, I fancy muſt for the :o/# part be concern'd 
that can beſt Second the Clemency of their KING, and con- 
frm to them an e#abl;ſhe Toleration by a Law, and ſuch an 
one as will repeal Al! thoſe by which they have a long time 
ſo unreaſonably ſuffer?d.

{ime God, in which all Chriſtian Churches agree? ſure theſe 
men are not ſo fond of the Fire and Faggot they ſo much 
fear, as to Juſtifie for it the perſecution of the Primitive 
Chriſtians, and make their Martyrdoms but ſo many Judicial 
Pr8ceſles for their Nonconfozmity, when of the old Hea- 
:15cn Emperors, few were of Opinion in this Point, to Py- 
niſh people into Compliance: the Chrit:an Religion, I think, 
is zow ſo well ſettPd, and the Seed of the Church, fo wyll 
ſown, that there is no great need of the Sanguis Martyr 

to water it; neither is the repreſentation of it in this man- 
ner ſo improper, or the compariſon ſo abſurd ; far tho there 
may be a better Warranty to force people of the ſame - 
Faith in Chriſt, to the worſhipping their God in an E#a- 
bliſhe Way, than the Pagans could youny to, for the forc- - 
ing us to be /rfidels; yet this would juſtify them /#i#, who 
thought their -Irreligion and Idolatry the beſt-of Devotion, 
and had the Decrees of their Emperors to Authoriſe-it ; 
which were with them the Statutes and Laws of the Land ; and

But what- 
ever. be the Mercy of the King, the Cruelty of the Laws 
can never be the more defended, and they are never the more 
 Merciful becauſe of theClemercy of the Prince that remits them. 
In the mean time, ſuch bloody ſanftions are ' certainly blots 
to: that Religion that keeps them upon Record ; and if we

It may be done Sir, without 
ſach a deal of Contradifttiow, when People make Laws that 
Contraditt themſelves: if Popiſh Recuſants are ſo dangerous, 
that they muſt not be Tolerated in England by a Law, and 
we have ſuch Laws, that ſet the King as Supream, to 4 
whatſoever the Pope could have done ;, Papiſts may well expect 
to be Protefted from ſuch a Carholick, King, and perhaps 
Pyoteſtants owe to His Promiſes molt of their Security : the 
Review of their- firſt-Fruits, to the full Value, as little as it 
rerrify'd the bright Spirits of Oxford, may perchance be found 
the ſmalleſt part of the Prerogative ; and tho' ſuch a Caron

ectſan (if matters are to be manag'd meerly by the Laws - 
that are made) I fear there may be ſome found that em- 
power the Prince to deprive them of a Biſhop. 

Secondly, They will do wondrous well, I will not ſay wiſer, 
if they & it themſelves, if only for fear, leſt others ſhould 
do it for them: I much doubt, if Diſſenters ſhould once 
come to be the Prevailing part ina Parliament, whether they 
would make ſo good terms for this Eftabliſhr-Church, as ſhe - 
might do (if ſhe plead) for her ſelf. The King has gi- 
ven her very good words for it, and [ wiſh ſhe may nat for- 
go the Benefit of them; He has promis'd to ProteCt, and 
doubtleſs wil not deny her any reaſonable means for her Pre- 
ſervation : if he has a mind to do her Good, how can ſhe 
be angry, if. he'll only keep her from doing 3/2? the perſe- - 
cutors of Darxiel could find no Occaſion againſt him, but in 
the Caſe of bis God; but yet we faw the King labaffſſtd to 
deliver him. *Tis not to be doubted, if ſhe comply with hs 
Majeſties requeſt, he will refuſe Hrs; and why may ſhe not 
be as ſafe with an Af of 'Fac.
